ooal water supply, published last week, 
certainly "hews to the line, "and gives no 
uncertain* sound, and this most import- 
ant document richly deserves to be read, 
reflected upon and inwardly digested by 
every householder in this place. The re- 
tort confirms as a fact what has long been 
believed by many that the present water 
plant is antiquated and outgrown, and 
entirely inadequate for pur needs, and 
ihat for a considerable time past we have 
>een living in peril from conflagrations 
whereto the 
prevailing USA of wood for 


building especially exposes us. 
Although 


mblie health, comfort and safety have 
ong been neglected there has not been 
iny diminution in tbe size of dividend 
checks, wherewith the shareholders have 
doubtless 
been 
well contented, 
even 


though It has been at public expense. 


The writer wishes especially to impress 


upon his fellow townsmen that we in 
Bristol have, for a long time, been dis- 
criminated against by the Insurance Com- 
>aaies largely on account of tbe poor 
water supply, this discrimination cans- 
ng us to pay heavier rates than would 
otherwise have been exacted. There is 
jood reason for the belief that, 
should 


we vote to install a "Twentieth Cen- 
ury" wat?r plant, such as the engineers 
lave specified in their report, 
there 


would soon be seen' a notable reduction 
n this item of expense, to say nothing of 
he feeling of greater security as we go 
,o bed at nights. 


In this connection there is another mat- 


ter which the writer feels deserves our 
erious attention.

M to Fo»n« !• Only Two Pl«e«», Iptta 
•nd Oregon. 


The rock oyiUr H found only on tie 


coa«t» of Spain and of Ortgon. 
At 


TaqulM Uy, a favorite inmrner re- 
tort of Oregonlani, digging rock oy»- 
ten If a regular paitlme. In the early 
morning before the »ua 1» blgh crowd* 
»nned with pick* and shovels wend 
their way to the famous rock oyster 
beds. Tbe state geologist of Oregon 
lays of the rock oyster: 


"Its scientific name Is pbolas. Like 


ell bivalve*. It ha* right and left 
valves, each having on Its middle por- 
tion a triangular, raspllke valve. It Is 
this raspllke organ that enable* It to 
excavate and keep Its burrow open. 
The rasp Is not hard enough of Itself 
to cut the rock, but the hard quartz 
Band that rests In the fold* of the 
rasp gradually wear* away the stone 
as fast as needed, corresponding with 
the growth of the oyster. 
When 


the eggs are hatched In the sea water 
they look like small patches of jelly- 
fish and for several days swim about 
with the outlines of their future shells 
forming slowly about them. 
By In- 


stinct each looks for a vacant spot on 
a rock «urface and when found he 
backs against It and goes Into busi- 
ness. They are preferred to all other 
blvavle* for the table, and, as they are 
found only In one place on the coast 
of Bpaln and at Yaqulna, they are 
an unparalleled attraction."—Scientific 
American.

Among English writers Ben Jonson 


tod as good a conceit of himself as 
most, and he was not afraid of uttering 
his conviction of his own superiority. 
His egotism was almost fierce in ltd 
intensity. For example, he left hi* 
"Cynthia's Revels" to the judgment of 
his audience with the assurance that 
the play was good and that they might 
like It If they pleased, and In the last 
line of the court epilogue to "Every 
Man Out of His Humor" he proclaims 
In Latin that he "hunts not for the 
suffrages of the windy multitude." But 
In determining to'maintain a high po- 
etic standard Jonson overacted his 
part and laid himself open to the ridi- 
cule and sarcasm of lesser men. 


AM the late J. A. Bymonds said, "He
